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Overview  

August of 2007 was the second month of statistics for the reorganized Central 

Command.   

 

During August, the Central Command had a 22.7% decrease in the number of 

crashes investigated, as there were 20 less accidents than in July.  Property 

crashes declined by 7.7% while injury crashes decreased by 40%.  There were 

2 fatal crashes in August, which was down from 6 in July.  Of the 2 people 

killed, only 1 was wearing a seat belt. 

 

There were 6 crashes which involved impaired drivers.  This number is up 

20% from June, or 1 driver.  There were however, 22 DUI arrests prior to 

crashes, an increase of 22.2% from July.  It is noteworthy that the average 

BAC for impaired drivers arrested before a crash was 0.128%.  However, the 

average BAC for drivers arrested after a crash was 0.215%.  Emphasis must 

still be placed on the apprehension of the impaired driver before an accident 

occurs. 

 

There was an increase in commercial crashes overall, up 7 from July.  There 

were no fatal commercial accidents.  The total number of commercial crashes 

was 26.5% of the total crashes within the Central Command.  Of the 18 

commercial crashes, the commercial driver was at fault in 11 of the crashes.  

14 of the total 18 commercial crashes occurred on the Interstate 80 corridor. 

 

Commercial personnel performed 510 inspections of commercial vehicles and 

their drivers.  The number of inspections were up 32.6% from July.  However, 

there were 771 violations discovered with 95 safety citations issued.  This was 

an increase of 25% over the total in June. 

 

Traffic personnel conducted 253 Level Two and Three Inspections on 

commercial vehicles and their drivers.  This is a 57.1% increase from July. 

Consequently, traffic personnel issued 127 safety violation citations, 252 

repair orders, with 19 drivers and 6 vehicles placed out of service.

NARRATIVE ANALYSIS  [Narrative analysis to include trends or other applicable issues] 
 

� The total number of crashes in August decreased substantially from 88 accidents in July to 68.  Property 

damage accidents decreased by 7.7%.  Injury accidents declined 40%.   

� There were a total of 2 fatal accidents as compared to 6 in July.  Of the 2 fatalities, 1 was not wearing a 

seatbelts. 

� There were 6 accidents involving an impaired driver, a 20% increase from July.   The average BAC was 

.215. 

� There were a total of 18 commercial vehicle accidents, an increase of 7 from the month of July.  The 

commercial driver was at fault in 11 of the accidents.   14 of the total 18 accidents occurred on the Interstate 

80 corridor.  There were no fatal commercial vehicle accidents.

NARRATIVE ANALYSIS  [Narrative analysis to include trends or other applicable issues] 
 

� Overall enforcement activity remained consistent with last month at 2973 total violations.  Speed and 

hazardous moving violations increased, while a 12.7% decline was noted in occupant restraint 

violations.   

� Impaired driver arrests before accidents increased 22%.  The average BAC was .128. 

� The total number of safety inspections conducted by commercial operations increased 32.6 % from the 

prior month.  A total of 510 inspections were completed leading to 771 violations.  95 safety citations 

were issued. 

� 12 overweight citations were issued during the weighing of 210 total trucks.  There were 138 vehicles 

weighed on secondary roadways during 229 hours of directed enforcement. 

� 382 dyed fuel inspections were completed and no citations were issued.  There were 87 dyed fuel 

inspections on secondary roadways during 100 hours of directed enforcement. 

� Traffic operations personnel conducted 253 Level 2 & 3 inspections discovering 252 violations that led 

to 127 issued safety citations. 

� 19 drivers and 6 vehicles were placed out of service by traffic operations personnel.

Of  the total, 19 hours, or 44 % of 

the total flight time was spent on airborne speed enforcement activities.  2 personnel  transports and 1 training 

flight accounted for 7 hours, or 18% of the flight time. 4 line patrol missions and 1 maintenance flight 

accounted for the remaining 16 hours or 38% of the flight time.  

 

� The aircraft was down for maintenance for 1 day during August. 

 

� 9 speed enforcement missions were flown resulting in 96 enforcement actions taken.

� Radio transmissions increased 2.7%. CAD incidents remained constant as telephone calls decreased by 

13.7%.  The call boxes are up and running again and accounted for 23 calls. 

� The front office processed 4.9% less accident reports than last month and processed 50% less arrest reports. 

� The court/warrants office received a 26.4% increase in warrants received.  Warrants entered, cleared and 

validated all showed significant decreases. 

� The evidence vault received 1 less case than in July, resulting in a 65.3% decrease in items booked from July.  

Items disposed also showed a significant decrease of 62.4% from the prior month.
